MERICA is on a crying jag! There 
was a time when songs of happi- 
ness, light and gaiety led the Hit Parade, 
but today the first rule of success for a 
singer seems to be: Make 'Em Weep! 

First to start the new trend was John- 
ny Ray who promoted facile tear ducts, 
a weepy voice and real showmanship 
into fabulous success on records and in 
personal appearances. Johnny actually 
weeps when he sings, and so capable is 
he at making others feel like crying that 
his recordings “Cry” and “The Little 
White Cloud That Cried" have sold in 
the millions.

ROADWAY, Times Square, and 42nd 

Street compose the biggest, brightest— 
and perhaps, most crooked area of the world! 
Here, hidden behind a curtain of twinkling 
lights, honking cabs, and blaring- jazz, the 
racketeers and kings of sin hold court! And 
for every one of the big time vice-lords there 
are a hundred petty crooks, each with his 
own special scheme! 

Broadway lures thousands of girls every 
year—and each girl has a dream in her 
heart. It may be a dream of theatrical glory, 
or perhaps of becoming a top model—but 
whatever it is, few girls realize their chance 
for success is one in a million! 

It’s when disillusionment sets in that the 
gals often fall prey to the traps of Sin Street!

Lucy wanted to be a model and when, 
after only two weeks in New York, she got 
a job, she was thrilled! It was a simple as- 
signment, nothing complicated— just model- 
ing some sweaters and skirts for a manufac- 
turer—or so the photographer told her! 
When she'd finished posing she was told 
that in a few days she could stop in and 
see the shots if she was interested. “If she 
was interested!" What girl on her first model- 
ing job wouldn't want to see the pictures? 

When Lucy returned three days later she 
saw the shots, all right! But they weren't 
the ones she'd posed for! In all the photo- 
graphs Lucy was nude! She was bewildered 
and furious! "I don't know how you did this, 
but I won't let you get away with it! I..." 

The 
photographer broke in. “Take it easy, sister!
